Dr. Foley will be remembered not only because 
she was a fine teacher and knew how to give life and meaning 
to her subject, but because she understood young people and 
was always willing to try to help them in any way she could. 
It was this quality that made her a wonderful friend to all boys 
and girls who knew her. And what could be more valuable to 
them in those important years of their lives? In this manner , 
she not only left her imprint upon the educational system of a 
our state but also upon the hearts and minds of our people.
